EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David Klein on 1 October 2004. 

2. The application has been amended as follows in order to more clearly describe 
the invention by clearly indicating the temperature sensor is directed toward the finger in 
order to measure the temperature of the finger, which indication breaths life and 
meaning into the preamble; and in order to positively claim the non-contact infrared 
sensor in Claim 5; and in order to correct some minor grammatical errors; and remove 
some extraneous material inserted after the end of Claim 1 . 

In the Specification: 

a. On Page 1 , in line 16, the word "metal" before "disorder" has been deleted 
and replaced therefor by the word -mental- in order to con-ect an obvious 
spelling error. 

In the Claims: 

a. In Claim 1 , Line 7: after "seat", the phrase -directed toward the finger- 
has been inserted; and 
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b. In Claim 1 , Line 8: after the first word "detecting", the word -the- has 
been inserted before "temperature". 

c. In Claim 1 , Line 14: all of the following text after "larger than", including 
"the precedent reading. The seat extending....", through the entire line 14 and the 
entirety of Line 15 through the sole word "instrumentation" on Line 17 has been 
deleted and replaced therefor by -a preceding finger temperature value.-- in 
order to more clearly describe the invention and to remove the apparently 
inadvertently Included extra two sentences, so that the claim ends in only one 
period (.). 

d. In Claim 5, Line 2, after "sensor", the phrase "can be" has been deleted 
and the word -is- has been Inserted therefor. 

e. In Claim 6, Line 4, before "avoiding", the word -thereby- has been, 
inserted in order to more clearly describe the invention. 

Reasons for Allowance 
3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable because the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a finger 
temperature detecting device including a seat extending from a perimeter of the carrier, 
the seat including an opening portion facing the finger of the wearer and a temperature 
sensor mounted in the opening portion of the seat, as defined in the claim, each 
arranged and functioning so that the temperature sensor detects the temperature of the 
finger of the wearer as recited in claim 1 , in combination with the other limitations of the 
claim. 
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Claims 2-8 are allowable by virtue of their dependency upon claim 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
